fairly. 
The Texas senator denied the state­ 
ments frequently made that the bill 
should be supported by democrats be­ 
cause it is a “step in the right di­ 
rection.” 
"If pursued to a logical conclusion” 
he said, “it leads to a time and a 
policy where the American farmer 
will be stripped of all advantages 
and left to the mercy of the bene­ 
ficiaries of all tariff legislation.” 
Senator Smith of South Carolina i 
urged the adoption of the bill be­ 
cause of its general benefits to the 
country and because it marks a step 
toward the lowering of all tariff du­ 
ties. 
Senator Heyburn of Idaho spoke in 
behalf of the lumber interests, which 
he said, would suffer through the re­ 
moval of the lumber duty.

The long drouth is broken at last.

The precipitation of the 
night before was .33, and yesterday 
afternoon .OI, or a total of 5.4 inches 
in about twenty-four hours. 
The rain last night began about I 
o'clock, 
and 
until

continued with a steady downpour. 
Every stream was filled and the city 
reservoir, which has been almost dry 
for six months past, was filled almost 
to the top, the water this morning 
standing within two feet of the top 
of the dam. 
There is no way of estimating tho 
value of the rain. In the first place, 
the city is relieved from a .very ser­ 
ious problem. N’ot only is The pres­ 
ent need supplied, but it insures an 
ample supply of water for the gins 
in the fall. 
While local showers in most parts 
of the county had kept the cotton 
crop from suffering very much, the 
rain of last night insures a bumper 
crop, if no pest gets a start, and it 
also insures a heavy yield of for­ 
age crops which have been exten­ 
sively planted by the farmrs since 
it became apparent 
the corn 
would be a failure. 
From reports received this morn­ 
ing from other parts of the state, it 
will be seen that the rain was what 
might be called general.

parliament bill, otherwise known as 
the veto bill, without division Thurs­ 
day after only three hours’ debate. 
The revolt of the Insurgent peers 
failed to 
materialize^ 
One, 
Baron 
Stanmore, raised his voice to de­ 
mand a vote, but found no support. 
Lord Morley for the government, 
and Lord Lansdowne, leader of the 
opposition repeated some familiar ar­ 
guments for and against the measure. 
Lord Halsbury, leader 
of 
the 
ex­ 
tremists, threatened a fight if the 
house of commons rejected the amend 
ments. 
The future of the measure may be 
predicted Thursday night with rea 
sonable certainty. 
Premier Asquith 
in the commons on Monday will move 
the rejection of the lord’s amend­ 
ments en bloc. This done, the prime 
minister will announce that if the 
lords persist there will be no course 
open for him but to offer the king 
certain advice which will insure the 
passage of the bill. It w’ould not be 
in accordance with constitutional eti 
quette to specify the nature of the 
advice, but everyone will understand 
that this means the creation of lib­ 
eral peers. 
The house of lords will get it on 
Wednesday or Thursday and 
Lord 
Lansdowne will move the acceptance 
of the bill, predicting its repeal as 
soon as the unionists return to office. 
If the extremists rally around Hals­ 
bury and vote for the rejection of the 
bill, Lord I^ansdowne is expected to 
summon his followers to vote for it. 
It is not anticipated that Halsbury 
will find more than fifty, perhaps not 
more than a score, to make the last 
stand, and the greatest constitutional 
revolution in almost a century will 
be accomplished.

ENGINEERS UNCOVER THE 
BATTLESHIP MAINE 


Havana, July 20.—All the water in 
the cofferdam surrounding the Maine 
has been removed, showing the wreck 
imbedded in the mud from an esti­ 
mated depth 
of 
thirty-seven 
feet 
around the after-part of the vessel, 
to an indeterminable depth. That por-1 
tion of the ship immediately forward 
of the central superstructure, which 
was demolished, has disappeared, ex­ 
cept for some jagged pieces of rust­ 
ed steel protruding above the slime. 
The engineers will begin Friday 
the work of drawing out the soft mud 
by suction. Simultaneously they will i 
begin the work 
of 
dissecting 
the 
great confused masses of metal. The J 
bow section, 
represented 
by 
the j 
plates and beams of the bottom of 
the ship, now stands upwards of 20 
feet high. All portibns of this sec­ 
tion have been fully identified, in­ 
cluding the remains of water tanks 
originally located on the lower deck, 
and apparently not affected by the 
explosion. All these parts have been 
photographed for future examination 
and to 
confirm 
the 
identification 
prior to the dissection of the wreck­ 
age. 
A curious feature resulting from 
the total removal of the water is that 
the amidship main deck and central 
superstructure, remaining practical­ 
ly level, constitute in effect a great 
cantilever, 
sustaining 
their 
own 
weight without any direct under sup­ 
port. All the structural members of 
the ship beneath this section have 
been destroyed, and the cavity has 
been half filled with mud. 
The aft midship section 
of the 
berth deck, on which were the ward 
room and the officers’ state rooms, 
is fully exposed; but is almost en­ 
tirely filled with mud, especially on 
the port side, the removal of which 
will be slow and difficult. 


Hopes are entertained that in this 
section, may be found the body of 
Assistant Engineer Merritt, who is 
believed to have been in his state 
room at the time of the disaster. 
Some fire scorched bones were dis­ 
covered this afternoon in the vicinity 
of the 
overturned 
conning 
tower, 
where the remains of probably four 
bodies were previously found. It is 
bt*] ie ted these were members of the 
cr^w who at the moment of tho ex­ 
plosion were sleeping in hammocks 
suspended from the ceiling of the 
forward berth deck, which was blown 
up and folded back over the central 
superstructure fifty feel! 
aft 
of 
its 
original position. The remains offer 
no hope of identification. 
In view of the total demolition of 
the crew berthing space, hope di­ 
minishes that any considerable num­ 
ber of remains will 
be 
recovered. 
From present indications three or 
four months will elapse before the 
mud surrounding the wreck is re­ 
moved and all portions of the ship 
made visible.

Washington, July 21.—Farm land 
in the United States has more than 
doubled in value in the last ten years 
The census bureau announced Thurs 
day that the total value of all farm 
lands, implements and buildings in 
the United States in 1910 was $35.- 
859,000,000 compared 
with 
$17,357,- 
000,000 in 19p0. Implements and build 
Jugs were valued at $7,275,000,000 in 
•1910 and $4,806,000,000 in 1900. 
The number of farms in 1910 was 
6,340,120 as compared with 5,735.372 
in 1900 an increase of ll per cent. 
The land increased in 1900 from 835- 
092,000 acres to 873,703,000 in 1910, 
or 5 per cent but a larger increase 
15 per cent, is noted 
in 
improved 
acreage which in 1900 was 414,490,- 
000 acres, and in -1910, 477,424,000 
acres. 
More conspicuous than the increase 
in the number and acreage of farms 
has been the gain In the improved 
values of farm property. The land in 
farms rose in value from $13,051,033,- 
00O in 1900 to $28,383,821,000 in 1910 
an increase of 118 per cent and in 
the same period the average acre val­ 
ue of all land in 
farms 
rose 
from 
$15.60 to $32.50, or 106 per cent. 
Farm buildings, which in 1900, were
